The interest bill of the street railway company is $5.489.58 


every month. That means an interest bill every year of $65, 
874.96. 


Over 1,000,000 six cent fares have to be taken in every year 


just to pay the interest on the debts of the company. 


We have pointed out in these columns frequently how the 


'financial affairs of the company have been handled in the pas 
in a way to create a bonded indebtedness far in excess of the 
phjsical valuation of the property. 


• We do not know what the people of Madison can do in the 


present situation. 
The voters here have expressed themselves 


emphatically on the question of public ownership. Do the peo- 
ple here want to pay eight cents? 


Must the people of this community continue to be taxed to 


pay an interest bill of $66,000 a year and then be asked to pay 
a profit on top of that?

We have if number of organizations in Madison that meet 


frequently to discuss ways and means of making this a better 
community in which to live. These organizations do a com- 
mendable work. 
The trouble, however, with much of then-
